Neitheris this firft and principall 
artof Gods {cruice only grounded ypon mof fure & 
ound reafon,butallothe other part thereof confifte 
ing inthe exerciie of all holy works , proceeding from 
al the divine graces and gifts of the holy fpirit ofGod, 
Forifthey benotdoneafterthat manner, and bythe 
jnducementof fuchreafons , as God in his word re- 
quireth them tobe per formed, they are norallowed, 
fed propter quod 294 approued of Chrift.Mat,6.1.1 -Cor.12.1. Forthat. 
febant.TertJ,3 may bee faid of all good workes which Tertullian 2- 
cent.Marc.  youcheth ofthe lewes facrifices:. Viz:that God did 
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_ as doe infiruct the vnderftanding and the minde, For 


(as Tertullian iaith) Trsth perfwadeth by teaching: that,

by the fquier of exact reafon; and the perions thatem. 


brace this faith, are only and alone efteemedto. be en- 
dued with right reafon: therefore we rightly conclude 
thatthis word ofChrift fet downe in the holy Sczip- 
tures ofthe Prophets & Apofiles isthe only vnerring 


word of ruth, And verily, voleffe the holy Scriptures 


were furnifhed with all varietie of arguments and rea- 
fons to convince all errors,aud to contirme all truths, 


how could the profeflors of the Chriftianfaithbeenas 


bledthereby, toconvert or confound allheathenifh 
perions,and all hererickes and fchifinatikes,and to in- 
ftrudt and ftrengthen the faithfull themfelues? For if 
we will deale with Ethnikes,we muft not produce the 
hare teftimonies of the Prophets and apofties as of 


witnefles immediatly infiructed & fentintothe world 


by God,to giue an vndeniable evidence to truth: ( for 
that were to begge that as granted, whichis by them 
not only queftioned, but allo peremptorily denied ) 


but they muft be dealt withall by arguments and rea-. 
fons,as being apleaallowed by all as. are , or thinke 


themfelues to be indued with right reafon.and among 
the great varietic of arguments andreafons, whereby. 
ail queftionsare handled, and difcourfed of, wee muft 


not atthe leaft principally vfe fuch of them as moft | 


prevaile with the atfections and will; but rather fuch 
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is itteacheth the vnderftanding , & foprevaileth with 
the affections and will. Whereas, Falfehood doth teach 
by per(wading:that is,per{wadeth the affection & will, 
and fo moueth the mind to affent vnto error. The truth 
of both which pofitions is verified by the experience 
ofallages.For what prevaileth moft with the affecti- 
onsbutthe enfamples of our Ancients , cuftome,a_ 
goodintent, and anoutward peaceand plentie of all 
temporal bleflings? And haue not thefe beene vfed as 
principall arguments by Schifmatikes,Heretikes,Ido- 
laters,and Ethnikes*Owr Fathers({aid the {chifmatical 
Samaritans )wor/hipped in this mount. loh.4, 20.1 
fo receaued from my Progenitors (was the plea of that 
infamous heretike Eutiches ) In this faith was ] borne 
and confecratedtoGod , and inthis 1 defireto die. 
Diofcorus inthe fame place, 
I doe find the doctrine of the ancient Fathers not cur 
forilydeliuered , buthandled of fet purpofe in their 
bookes:[am reiected with them, So the Idolatrous 
Jewes faid tha: they would doe whatfoever weat out 
of their owne mouthes ; as to burneincenfetothe 
Queene of heauen,and to powre out drinke offerings 
to her: as they had done both they and their fathers, 
their Kings and Princes in the cities of Judah, & inthe 
{treets of lerufalem:for then(faid they )ehey had plentie 
of vittuals and were well,and felt noevill. ler-44.17.S0 
the hereticall andidolatrous Papifts cry out both ge- 
nerally forthe Fathers, the Fathers, the Church,the 
Church. Antiquitie, Vnity, Vniverfalitie;& particular= 
ly vnto his Maieftic,your holy progenitors,your deare 
mother were proteflours of our Romane religion, 
Laftly tothe old Idolatrous Ecthnikes: That which 
more ancient cannot be falfe, Ane.de Civ.Dei.1,29. But 
how did the ancient Fathers themfelues reply herevn- 
to?What wilt thou doe(quoth LaGtantius writing in de- 
fence ofthe Chriftian faith )again/? the Idolatrous Eth-

Zalm.in c,5.ep. ad, Other- 
wife why doe all learned men of all profeflions call for 
a general! dilputation , that they may iuftifie all their. 
pofitibns by logicall fyllogifmes, Yea why dath God 
himfelfe call the Idolatrous Ethnikes, ftanding in de- 
fence of their heathenifh Gods,to this manner & kind 
oftriall? as Ifa.41.21.22.23. Stand to your canfe, (aith 
tke Lord,bring forth your firong reafons faith the God of 
Tacob.Let them bring them forth , and let themarellvs 
what lballcome: let them fhew the former thing what 
they be, that wee may confider them, andknowethe lat~ 
ter end of them: either declare vs thingsto come, Shew 
the things that are to come bereafter , that wee may 
krowethat yee are Gods,..

As; dio teeZacides Romano: vincere poffe.And Crafus 
balim penetrans magnam pervertet opim vim.Whereas 
our Prophetsnot only delivered the certaintie of the - 


events of divers battles when they were ready to bee ° 


vodertaken.as Jud.4.9,and 
3.Butallo many other events many hundred. yeares 
before they fellout. Asmamely the deliverance ofthe 
Jewes out of the captivitie of Babylon, and the parti- 
cular king by whomit fhould bee accomplifhed,even 
Cyrus king of che Medes & Perfians.ifa.44.&45.The 
which prophefie,as lofephus reporteth, 4ntig./udaic, 
L.tx.c.1.Cyrus reading and perceauing himfelfe ta be 
named therein fome 200y¢ares before he was borne, 
and appointed to fuch a worke,.gaue liberty to the 
lewes to returnetotheirowne country, end to build 
theirtemple,and he gauethem backe the veflels there- 
of, whichhad beene catried away by the king of Babys 
lon. For he vnderftood thatthe God of the Iewes was 
the true God, becaufe he had forctold fuch an‘eventa 
long time before it was to come to pafie.As it may ap- 
peare by his owne words, Ez.1.2. Thus fasth Cyrus 


King of Perfia,the Lerd God of heauen hath given 


the kingdomes of theearth, and hath commanded mee te 

build him an boufe in Ierufalem which us in Indah.who ss 

among you of all his people with whom his God isi Let him 
Cc 
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gee vp to Terufalem which is in Indah,and build the heufe 


of the Lord God of Ifraell:be ws the God which ts sn Iern- 


falem Here then wee may perceaue by evident reafon 


fet downe in the Scriptures, that the heathen haue and 
therefore ftill may be convinced to acknowledge him 
tobe the true God, who hath revealed himieife in 
thofe bookes of the Prophets and Apoftles , and that 
thofe bookes arethe authenticall word of the truc, all 
fecing and well working God. And verily even the 
molt profoundeft mytfteries ofthofe bookes may bee 
iuftiied by evidentreafon tothe heathen themfelues 
to be the doftrines of truth proceeding from the true 
God:as it may appeare by the bookes of thefe notable 
lightsin the Church ef Chrift.D.de Pleffis de veritace 
Chriftiane religtonts. Zeged.in locts com, Keckerm.in 
Syntagm.Theolog, Neithermuft the do&rines of our 
Chriftian religion bee by reafon evicted againft the 
Gentiles but alfoagainftall Schifmatiks, & Hereriks, 
Foralbcit allthefe,orar the leaft the moft of them ac- 
knowledgethe holy Scriptures to proceed fromGod, 
yetfeeing this word of God confifteth notin the let- 
rers but inthe fence,notinthe reading , butin the vn- 
derftanding notintheleaues of the !peech wherein it 
is delivered, butinctherootofthereafon whereon it is 
sand f{eeing all Schif{matikes and Heretikes, 
ethe words that are produced againft then never {o 
plaine and pregnant, yetperuert and corrupt theright 
tenfe aod meaning of them, howcan the tightienfe be 
juftified again{tall fuch perfons,but by cleere and evi- 
dentreafons? For if oneteftimonie bee producedto 
cleere another,they will pervertthe fenfe ofthe oneas 
wellas ofthe other. And ifthe teftimonies of the anci- 
ent Fathers, yea of generall Councels bee alleageda. 
gainfithem , cither they will pervert the meaning of 
them afwell as they didthe meaning of the Scriptures, 


orelfe they will flatly refufe ro fubfcribe to their auro- 
| ritie, 
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rity-The truth hereofwas fully knowne yntoS§, 
who forhislearned confuting of many heretikes, was- 
called the Hammer wherewith heretikes were knock dtalleus hereti- 
-edinthe head, For hee writing againft Maximinns the coram. 
3et-14.faith; Lwili not alleagethe Councell 
of Nicetopreiudicethee, neither fhaltthou produce 
the Councell of Ariminum to preiudice me: ] willnot 
be bound co yeeld to the autority of the one,nor thou 
tothe aurhoricy of che other:but by the autoritie ofthe 
Scriptures,as by molt indifferent witnefles,not proper 
ro cither of vs, but commontoboth. Let matter with 
matrer,caufe with caule,reafon with reafon , bee come 
pared together, & lecthat prevaile which is the Aron- 
ger,and weigh moft wherein there is the moft weight. 
And verily there is no other meanes to cleere the mea- 
ning ofallteftimonies , humane, and divine, thenby 
the light of clecre arguments, and reafons, Wherefore 
{ecing thatthe power ofthe word of God confifteth 
inthe right fenfe and meaning thereof, which cannot. 
be cleered without the light of reafon , & without the 
{ure apprehenfion thereof, the peopleofGod them- 
felues cannot be edifed; therefore cleere arguments 
and reafons mu{t bee produced for the cleering ofall | 
doétrines of faith,and an holy life by all fuch teachers 
as feeke after the edification of the people of God. The 
truth whereofis plainely confirmed by the yfuall pra- 
ctife of all preachers of the word of God.Among who 
itis moftordinary, afterthe doctrines deduced out of 
their texts,to cleerethe fame with varietie of reafons, 
-andthentodrawe outthe yles thereof, which are no- 
thing elfe but particular doctrines by evidence of rea- 
fon collected and gathered out of the generall. And 
' verily the true Chriftian faith is not an ignorant credus 
Jitic, bus an vnderf{tanding aflent grounded vpona fure 
knowledge: cven fuch a faith as was inthe Apofiles 
themfelues, & the which they wereto preach through 
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out the whole world. Luk.1.77. For of this cheir faith, 
our Saviour him‘elfe teftifieth in this very chapter,fay- 
ing:/ bane ginen them the words which thou ganeft mee, 
and they baue receaned them , bane knowne furcly thet 
I came out from thee , and hawe beleexed that thouha ft 
fent me.v.8.The truth whereofis plainly confirmed b 
the words of §.Peter Ioh.6.59.

The 
Cardinals third inftance is:the Anabaptifls hold faith 
to bean aflurance of Gods loue, who yet can haue no 
ofurance thereof: therefore faith is nor the affurance 
ofGodsloue, As if heretikes and reprobates mighe 
not hold fome rigne opinions in mhattersof faith, Bur 
the Anabaprifts fay tharthey themfelueshaue an aflu- 
rance of Gods loue,and are accepted of him. And what 
ofthat? Did not the Lacdiceans fay that rhey were 
rich and increafed with goods and wanted nothing? Ap.gi 
17,Andyetit was nothing fo, Sofome mad men will 
fay that they are Lords of iuch and fuch Mannours,vea 
Soveraignes of {uch and fuch kingdomeszand yet they 
may be {tarke beggars. Nowthe Anabaptifts , as all 
ther heretikes are after afort thad men, and bauclofta 
found mind: -andthereforethey may thinkethatthey 
hauc faith and tke afluranceof Gods loue, when they 
haue it not indeed. The evidences wherein divers inen 
doe {ecke for the aflurance of Gods loue afe diverfe, 
The Pharifeshadfuchan high conceir oftheirowne
